Eagerly  have  Ijenevolent  people  of  the  Korthern  States  come  for- 
ward, to  coinmeiiee  the  oreat  work  of  educating  tin;  laboring  popula- 
tion of  those  Klates  of  tliis  IJiiion  which  have  hitherto  lieeii  Ijlighted 
and  benighted  l)y  Slavery.  Almost  siuiultaneously,  in  February, 
1862,  associations  were  foriued  in  Boston,  Xew  York,  New  Haven  and 
Philadelphia,  for  the  relief  and  improvement  of  the  people,  who  had 
1  )een  sot  free  by  our  loyal  armies  i)i  the  South  and  South- West.  Some 
of  tlu?  very  beneficent  results  of  their  operations  have  been  puljlished 
in  the  newsi)ai)ers,  and  must  be  known  to  you. 

In  October,  1802,  an  Auxiliary  J'reedman's  Relief  Association  was 
formed  in  this  City,  of  which  we,  the  undersigned,  have  the  honor  lo 
lie  the  Executive  t'ommittee. 

On  Friday  evening  next,  Sept.  11,  it  is  proposed  to  liold  a  meeting 
of  our  Association  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  at  "i  o'clock,  that  we  may  liear  reports  of  the  doings  of  some 
of  the  missionary  teachers,  who  haA'e  lieen  tailoring  since  last  Novem- 
ber at  Fernandina,  in  Florida;  and  inform  the  public  of  their  plans 
of  enlarged  usefulness  liereafter.  One,  at  least,  of  those  teachers  Avill 
be  present,  and  will  give  to  the  audience  much  interesting  informa- 
tion. 

Your  presence  at  that  time  and  place  is  especially  and  earnestly 
requested;  and  we  beg  you  to  invite  siu-ii  of  your  ianuly,  neighbors 
or  friends,  as  you  think  would  be  in1(>rested  in  the  important  subject 
of  the  meeting.
